PAXA.MA, April 31.—The last steamer from 


the south const brings particulars of the death 
of General Stephen 
A. Hurlbut, United 


States minister resident of Porn. Up to tlie 
morning ot his death he had been wijojing 
the best of health. He awoke and dressed as 
usual early on the «*Ui, playing for some lit- 
tle time with his two grandchildren and then, 


iUl niuhuig hio face, was suddenly seized 


with such pain In the region of the heart as to 
be compelled to give \eutto agonizing cries 
for some - minutes. lie remained in strong 
agony and totally deprived of all power of ar- 
ticulation. 
He was placed upon a bed

ciousucss. 
Ills first exclamation was: 


'God bless jou nil. I am dying. Oh, 
my heart." A few more disjointed phrnscs 
were uttered, and In less tlwvn twenty min- 
utes after the first attack he ceased to exist 
Directly after the calamity became known 
the legation was thronged by a multitude of 
all nationalities, whose subdued voices and 
spontaneous condolence proved how teuibly 
and widespread the blow Had made Its effect. 
General Ljnchoffered In the name of the

to the United States. Some !mport*ntgentle- 
men requested and obtained permission to 
drape tho residence In mounting and con- 
structed In one of the latest saloons a mor- 
tuary chapel In vvhlch the body lay, and.vvits 
viewed by a great number of \lsllore. The 
romalnt were-surrounded by ornate funeral 
decorations a.-.d wealth of floral adornment.
